FRENCH RELATIONS. 


Bill to Enforce Provisions of the United 
States and French Convention. 


How Those Provisions Affect the American Paper Industry 
—Details of the Schedules as They Refer te Various 
Grades—The Measure Now in Hands ef 
Ways and Means Committee. 











[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., February 29, 1904.—Representative 
Williams, of Mississippi, the minority leader in the House 
of Representatives, has introduced a bill to carry into ef- 
fect the provisions of a convention, signed at Washington 
July 24, 1899, between the United States and France, under 
authority of the act of July 24, 1897. The bill provides 
that articles of merchandise the product of the soil or in- 
dustry of France designated in the schedule forming part 
f the bill shall be admitted into the United States on 
payment only of the reduced rates as declared and set 
forth in the schedule referred to, and no port or other 
charges of any kind shall be imposed upon such merchan- 
dise prior to its entering into consumption except such 
as are equally applied to importations from all foreign 
countries. The bill further provides that no prohibitions 
or restriction of the importation of any of the products of 
France shall be made except such as shall equally apply to 
like products in the like condition arriving from any other 
country. 

The items of interest to the trade in the schedule referred 
to are as follows: 

Paper.—Copying, filtering, blotting and surface coated 
paper, or paper covered with metal or its solutions, parch- 
ment, sensitized paper for photographic purposes, as de- 
scribed in paragraphs 397 and 308 of the United States 
tariff, 10 per cent. reduction; letter paper, hand made, para- 
graph 401, 10 per cent. reduction; envelopes, paragraph 
300, blank books, paragraph 403, albums, paragraph 404, 
ind articles of paper, paragraph 407, each 10 per cent. re- 
duction. 

It is provided that France shall, by proper legislation, 
agree, on her part, that all articles of merchandise being 
the product of the soil or industry of the United States 
exported to France shall be admitted upon payment only 
of the minimum rates of duty imposed on the like articles 
of any other origin, with the same stipulation regarding 
ort or other charges applying to the United States. 

The bill provides that rough cardboard, in sheets, im- 
ported into France, is excepted from the provision re- 
specting the minimum rates of duty. The act is to take 
effect upon the issuance of a proclamation by the President 
of the United States announcing that France has, by ap- 
propriate legislation, complied with her part of the mutual 
convention above mentioned. 

The Ways and Means Committee has taken the bill un- 
der consideration. RB Es 


Strike at Kinleith Paper Mill. 


[SPECcTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

St. CatHarines, Ont., Canada, February 29, 1904.—All 
the tour workers in the Kinleith Paper Mill here went out 
on strike Saturday. 

Speaking of the trouble, F. A. Ritchie, president of the 
company, said: 

“In the spring of last year we put the Kinleith mill 
on what is known as the short time. It was then expressly 
agreed by our employees that they would resume the longer 


hours at the expiration of six months if all the competing 
mills had not in the meantime adopted the shorter time. 
We accordingly expected them to keep faith with us. A 
similar agreement was made by another local mill and they 
some months ago resumed the longer hours. 

“We have always treated our help with consideration 
and pay them the highest wages obtaining for the various 
classes of labor. Under the circumstances this breach of 
faith on their part is most unwarrantable. 

“We posted notices of change of time two weeks ago to 
take effect last Saturday and received no intimation that it 
would not be complied with until Friday. We then posted 
notices dismissing any employees who did not report for 
duty according to the new schedule. These were paid off 
today. It will only be a matter of a few days and we 
will have the mill running full, as we have already a num- 
ber of applications. 

“We do not know if a strike has been declared or not, 
but we intend to manage our own business and will in 
future run an open mill.” 


Reciprocity With Canada. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasurincton, D. C., February 29, 1904.—Representative 
Wade, of Iowa, is the author of a bill now pending in Con- 
gress to establish reciprocal free trade with Canada. In 
effect the bill provides that if the Dominion of Canada 
shall, at any time with two years from the date of the en- 
actment of the proposed law, enact such legislation as will 
admit free of duty to Canada all articles produced or man- 
ufactured in the United States, the President of the United 
States shall forthwith make proclamation thereof. Six 
months after the date of such proclamation all articles pro- 
duced or manufactured in Canada shall be admitted into 
the United States free of duty. The provision is made that 
in case Canada shall at any time modify or revoke the 
right of free admission to United States productions or 
manufactures, the President of the United States shall, by 
proclamation, revoke the right given to Canada to have its 
productions or manufactures admitted duty free into this 
country, and thereupon, until change by Congress, the 
present tariffs and duties upon all goods exported from 
Canada into the United States shall remain in full force and 
effect. fe ee 


The Duty on Printing Paper. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasurncton, D. C., March 1, 1904.—The Treasury De- 
partment has just promulgated a decision of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern District of New 
York, in the case of Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher vs. 
United States, which was decided in favor of the 
importers. The merchandise in suit was paper. It ap- 
peared from the evidence that it was one of the articles 
known by the paper trade under the general term “print- 
ing paper,” and that its habitual use is for the printed 
covers of booklets, pamphlets and the like. It was assessed 
for duty under paragraph 402 of the present tariff act as 
paper not specially provided for, at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
The importers protested, claiming that it was only dutiable 
under paragraph 306 of said act as printing paper suitable 
for books and newspapers, according to its value. The 
Board of General Appraisers held that paragraph 396 pro- 
vided only for printing paper suitable both for books and 
newspapers, and that, as this was not suitable for news- 
papers, it could not fall within said designation. This 
opinion seemed to be based upon an erroneous interpreta 
tion of the paragraph, whith must be read as applicable to 
printing paper suitable either for books or for newspapers. 
The decision of the board was, therefore, reversed. 

The court’s decision in this case has been acquiesced 
by the Government. A. F. T. 


CUBAN TARIFF. 


Recent Changes Have Caused Shippers 
of Paper Much Trouble. 


They Do Not Know Exactly on What Basis They Can De 
Business—Their Cuban Agents Are in a Similar 
State of Mind—Some Features ef 
the Situation. 











The recent changes in the Cuban tariff have caused ship- 
pers of paper to that island considerable worry. As yet 
they say that they do not know exactly where they stand, 
or, in other words, that the changes have wrought such a 
disturbance in the trade that business has been to a large 
extent temporarily suspended. Up to date only wrapping 
papers have been affected by the tariff tinkering of the 
Cubans. On these a 30 per cent. increase in duty has 
been made. 

This increase added to the existing duty will, it is said, 
bar American made wrapping papers from the ¢ si mar- 
ket, notwithstanding the fact that shippers from this coun- 
try enjoy a 20 per cent. reduction from the tariff accord- 
ing to the terms of the reciprocity treaty. The margin of 
profit on the cheap grades of wrappings, such as the 
Cubans use, is so small that the ro per cent. actual increase 
in the duties will prevent the sale of our wrapping papers 
in Cuba. The sale of other grades of paper has also been 
affected by the changes in the tariff. This has been caused 
not from any actual increases in the old duties on the 
other kinds, but because of the great uncertainty that has 
prevailed in trade circles since the tariff agitation started 
in Cuba. 

With the exception of news paper in rolls all kinds of 
paper imported into Cuba pay some duty. In news paper 
the Cubans have a settled, unchangeable preference for the 
light weights, that weighing not more than 25 pounds being 
preferred. As American manufacturers refuse to make 
such a light sheet except at an increased price, the business 
in news with the Cubans goes to the German manufactur- 
ers 

In the other kinds of paper the preference in the 
buying is given to the German and English houses, as the 
exporters in those countries know how to cater to the 
peculiarities of foreign trade 

The unexpected change in the Cuban tariff was due to 
the fact that after the reciprocity treaty with this country 
was signed, the Cuban officials discovered that the reduced 
revenues of the island would not be sufficient to pay the 
running expenses of the Government. An increase in the 
duties on importations was, therefore, determined upon as 
the only way out of the difficulty. In doing this the Amer- 
ican exporters claim that the Cubans have not acted in good 
faith, that the sudden increase in their tariff duties so 
soon after the signing of the reciprocity treaty amounts to 
a practical breach of that agreement. Those informed on 
the subject also express their surprise that some action 
has not been taken by the United States Government in 
view of the increase in the tariff made by the Cubans, 
These gentlemen state that one clause of the reciprocity 
treaty provides that in case either nation makes changes 
in its tariff duties a proportionate change, either an in 
crease or reduction, shall be made in the preferential, per 
centage to be allowed on the goods of either country en 
tering the other. This provision of the treaty and the 
question of bad faith raised against the Cuban Govern- 
ment will, no doubt, both be brought up at Washington, 
D. €., just as soon as the many important international 
questions now pending are disposed of. 
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REPORTS FROM TRADE CENTRES. 


Mill Business Increasing—There Is Also More Activity in 
Jobbing Circles—Book Mills Advanc- 
ing Prices. 











Business in the New York market is not active. New 
orders of any desirable size are reported rather scarce. 
There is, however, a fair movement of the various kinds 
of paper, still the trade so far this season is not quite up 
to the average. The market is firm, nevertheless. The 
reason for this firmness, as is well known, is the cur- 
tailed production of the mills, due to adverse manufac- 
turing conditions and the congestion of freight, which is 
general throughout the Northern section of the country. 

Because of the rains and mild weather of the past ten 
days the mills outside of the State of Maine are now able 
to make more paper. In Maine, as far as can be learned, 
there has been no increase in the water supply, as the 
rains did not extend as far north as that State. The 
news paper situation is therefore unchanged, as the short- 
age in news has been caused principally by the lack of 
power in Maine. The arrival of a cargo of Norwegian 
pulp at Portland, Me., on Saturday of last week has af- 
forded temporary relief to the mills. This cargo should 
have arrived a week previous. Other cargoes are sched- 
uled to afrive very soon. With this pulp from abroad the 
fear of a famine in news paper is averted for the present, 
at least. The scarcity of news and the great delays in 
transportation still render the situation in news a serious 
one. The extra demands for paper caused by the war in 
the East and the increased call for paper for the spring 
advertising, which will soon set in, will more than offset 
any immediate gain in production. The scarcity and high 
price of all the paper manufacturers’ raw material and 
the delay in getting supplies to the mills continue to be 
the principal features of the unusual situation in the paper 
industry.. All kinds of paper have been affected by the 
adverse weather conditions this winter. But as most of 
the mills, except those in Maine, now have power enough 
to run, the trouble on the score of low water is eliminated. 
Slow transportation is, therefore, the chief trouble in the 
paper business today. Wood manilas are firmer because 
of the shortage of ground. Some manufacturers are ask- 
ing 10 cents per hundred pounds more for their No. | 
papers. All the various grades and kinds of manilas are 
firm. Book papers are not in eager demand, still the 
market in them is strong, as pulp wood, soda pulp and 
sulphite are all scarce and high. In writings the situation 
is a trifle easier temporarily because of the plentiful sup- 
ply of water. New business in writings, however, is not 
heavy. Boards continue in rather slow demand. With 
better weather conditions and freer transportation facilities 
a good spring business is looked for. 





Holyoke Business Impreving.

Business is a little better this week. It is recovering 
from its recent depression and manufacturers believe that 
the outcome will be satisfactory and in a little time trade 
will be nearly as good as last summer, when it was con- 
sidered very good. 

All of the mills in this section have felt the improvement 
and are running full. More paper is being shipped out of 
Holyoke this week on orders received recently than for 
some time. 

The American Writing Paper Company reports business 
as being very good. The company is entirely satisfied with 
the condition of trade. All of its divisions have a satis- 
factory lot of orders and the departments are running full. 

The Whiting Paper Company has plenty of orders on 
hand for immediate shipment and many for future delivery. 

The Valley Paper Company is doing a good business in 
its ledgers and typewriting papers. 

The Berkshire County mills report a satisfactory busi- 
iness and all are running full. Ferry. 





Weather Conditions Hamper Boston Trade.

Business conditions governing the local paper trade show 
no change from those prevailing during the past four or 
five weeks. Frozen streams and low water still continue to 
be serious factors that handicap the manufacturing branch 
of the business. The supply of ground wood is still very 
limited, there being no spot lots to be had. And spot lots 
of sulphite fibre are getting very scarce as well. A local 
sulphite dealer representing several mills has been obliged 
to refuse orders for quick delivery, his mills not being able 
to take care of the extra business offered. Some of the 
New England book mills are forced to curtail their pro 
duction for want of sulphite fibre, and their lessened pro- 
duction is being left by Boston paper dealers whose cus- 
tomers are wanting the paper. And yet the jobbing dis 
tribution of paper is somewhat quiet at present. The city 


printing business is still hung up on account of the strike 
of the compositors, ‘several of the large printing offices 
being closed pending the adjustment of the troubles. Out 
of town business is much better than local trade in respect 
to the miscellaneous demands for paper. Manilas show 
no change, the demand being only fair, but seemingly large 
enough to take the production, short as it is. And because 
of the shortage the market holds firm at ruling prices. 
The tone of the market on all grades of paper is very 
strong. DELESDERNIER. 





Book Paper Advances in Philadelphia. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Puitapetpnia, March 1, 1904.—Announcement made in 
these columns a week ago that the market for book papers 
was such that a leading manufacturer had advanced prices 
one-eighth all along the line, even though that price was 
shaded where a particular order was desired to employ a 
machine peculiarly fitted for it, was followed today by the 
announcement of another manufacturer that he, too, had 
advanced prices. C. S. Garrett & Son Company tonight 
sent their customers notice that on and after today the full 
line of book papers will be advanced one-quarter cent. 
The advance in soda pulp and other raw materials, as well 
as greater cost of production arising from other causes, is 
the reason why the advance was made. It is believed that 
with the pace thus set other manufacturers will follow with 
an advance. It is generally admitted by the book trade 
that there is a most urgent necessity for an organization 
which will unitedly fix book prices. Competition has been 
so keen in this city that the book market has been badly 
demoralized and there is little profit in the trade. In this 
connection the example of Chicago is pointed to as worthy 
of emulation. : 

The book mills are all busy, but none are rushed—though 
a rush at this season would be exceptional. However, it 
is believed that the season will be backward this year. 
Many of the larger publishers who about this time begin 
to make inquiries for stock for their holiday editions have 
not even completed their stock taking. The printers fur- 
nish almost all the orders that are being filled. The job- 
bing trade reports a steady demand for book. 

News continues scarce, but no advance has taken place; 
building papers are daily getting in better demand, and 
there is an entirely satisfactory market for wrapping pa- 
pers, sales of tissues even under the recent advance being 
of goodly size and number. There is no heavy demand 
for writings, but the price is still firmly maintained. Alto- 
gether the trade enters into the first month of spring with 
satisfaction as to the past and confidence as to the future.

Car Shortage in the West.

Cars are being sent West from here by the railroads to 
care for the pulp wood supply, which for weeks has been 
piled along their tracks. In Minnesota, whence most 
of the spruce is shipped, coal, lumber, flour and pulp wood 
are given preference in order named. The result is that 
wood shippers have been obliged to put up with innumer- 
able delays. The shutting down of the Fox River mills 
and the consequent congestion of loaded cars in that terri 
tory have not made railroad officials disposed to grant any 
favors to wood shippers. Some roads have even given 
orders that no consignments be taken for Fox River points 
and shippers are obliged to pile logs on the ground and 
consequently handle them twice. Many are breaking up 
camp. The car shortage is the worst in years and has been 
aggravated by the heavy wood shipments.

Imperial Paper Company May Enlarge Plant. 


Toronto, Ont., Canada, February 29, 1904.—John Craig, 
of London, England, one of the directors of the Imperial 
Paper Company, of Sturgeon Falls, Ont., and brother of 
the president, visited the Parliament Buildings here this 
week with H. E. McKee, the company’s solicitor. They 
made a social call on Premier Ross. Mr. Craig stated that 
the company was now making from 40 to 50 tons of paper 
per day and finding a market for it in Canada, the United 
States, Australia and Great Britain. The present visit was 
in connection with the extension of the works to a capacity 
of 120 tons per day, which will undoubtedly be carried out 
in the near future. The company has plenty of pulp wood 
limits and plenty of water power, and all it will require will 
be additional buildings and machinery. The company has al 
ready spent $1,500,000 on the works, and the increased 


capacity will require the expenditure of-another $1,000,000

The Boyce Mills Running. 


Marseiices, Ill., February 29, 1904.—The new news pa- 
per mills of the W. D. Boyce Paper Mills Company finally 
started on a run of paper last Saturday morning, and have 
been running, with a few hitches, all day. It was with a 
feeling of relief that Mr. Boyce and his assistants witnessed 
the turning out of paper, as it has been but a series of 
delays ever since the erection of the mills was started in 
May, 1902. 

Spectators crowded the mills today. 

Owing to the ice situation, which decreases the power. 
the mills will run only a day shift. When the river as- 
sumes its normal condition, which ought to be within a 
very few days, the mills will run full time. 

In the meantime the pulp mills will be idle, in order to 
save the power. Stock will be shipped in for the present. 

Mr. Boyce began the erection of the mills in May, 1902. 
The Water Power Company made little effort to deliver a 
large amount of power it had contracted with him, and he 
was finally forced to buy the water power property to get 
water to his mills. There,was arduous undertaking in de 
veloping the water power, which was not completed until 
early this year.

Outagamie Dam Breaks. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Appteton, Wis., February 29, 1904.—A bad break in the 
dam of the Outagamie Paper Company, at Kaukauna, oc- 
curred last week, nearly half of the structure being carried 
out as the result of the battering blows of immense cakes 


of ice which had been blown off by blasts of dynamite 
above in order to prevent the formation of an ice gorge. 
Everything was swept out slick and clean. Temporary re- 
pairs are now being made, but most of the permanent work 
will have to be done in warm weather. The ice in the 
principal water power canal at Kaukauna is now over 4 
feet thick and the flow of water is greatly impeded. When 
the mills are shut down the water overflows the top of the 
ice, freezes there and adds to the thickness, and tends to 
further restrict the flow of water by the settling nearer 
the bottom. The ice that carried out the dam also moved 
a railway bridge a foot and rendered it impassable, so that 
the switching to and from the mills of the Thilmany Pulp 
and Paper Company and the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany has to be done by way of Appleton Junction, a dis- 
tance of 16 miles. Last week was the worst week in his- 
tory for railway traffic, everything seeming to conspire to 
render it most difficult to handle trains. The mills have, 
of course, been considerable sufferers. Fox River. 


Improvements in Mechanicsville Mill. 


Troy, N. Y., February 29, 1904—In connection with 
the dissolution of the Duncan Paper Company at Me- 
chanicsville, notice of which has already been given, it is 
announced that the concern contemplates spending $750,- 
ooo for improvements to the plant during the coming year. 
The two statements are reconciled by the fact that the 
Duncan Company and the West Virginia Paper Company 
are to be merged. 

The Mechanicsville concern has started its improvements 
by purchasing two houses and lots in that village of N. 
W. Kelso for $3,400. This property was brought to save 
litigation, as the water from the company’s dam usually 
overflows the property in the spring. The plans for im- 
provements include raising the dam 3 feet. Another large 
addition to the mill is also said to be planned. The power 
canal will be extended 100 feet south, taking in the site of 
the old plaster mill, and an electric plant will be located at 
the lower end of the canal extension. The company is 
now planning to save its property from unnecesary dam- 
age by reason of the high water, by building ice breakers 
above the dam.

Kansas City Star on the Paper Question. 


The Kansas City Star, being entirely independent ir 
politics and other general policies, would not be expected 
to be dependent in its business relations, said the Star, 
Kansas City, Mo., on February 19. While the leading 
newspaper publishers of the country are organizing a 
fight against the arbitrary and extortionate paper trust, 
the Star is not the least concerned from the standpoint of 
its own interests. It was foreseen when the paper trust 
was formed that the time would come when the consum- 
ers of its output would be “held up” by the monopoly 
and otherwise embarrassed by its dictations. Therefore, 
the Star made investigations and formulated plans to 
make itself independent of the trust. In October, 1902, 
work was begun on the Star’s paper mill in the east bot- 
In spite of the delays caused by the flood, this

toms. 
manufacturing establishment was 
1903. It is now turning out from 45 to 50 tons of paper 
per day. Those publishers who now propose the estab- 
lishment of joint mills, on an independent basis, have been 
shown by the example set by the Star the feasibility of 
this method of freeing themselves from the extortions and 
restraints of the trust. But the effect of the Kansas City 
demonstration is something more than moral. The Star 
has reason to believe that its independent course has al- 
ready saved the paper consumers of the country hundreds 
of thousands of dollars by preventing still greater imposi- 
tions by the trust, which would have been made but for 
fear of the example set in the establishment of Kansas 
City’s independent paper mill.

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PAPER FROM PEAT. 


Some Efforts That Have Been Made to Utilize Peat for 
Paper Makers’ Raw Material—Work ia 
Ireland and Canada. ‘ 








That certain kinds of peat contain fibre which can be 
utilized for paper making has been known for many years, 
and numerous attempts—some of them successful—have 
been made to bring this knowledge to practical and com- 
mercial issue in Europe, says the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Magazine. Of the several kinds of peat found in Canada 
the larger proportion is formed from the growth and decay 
of different mosses, Sphagnum and Hipnum moss being the 
two best known. The former is that from which paper 
fibre may be obtained, as it is long and usually covers the 
decayed deposit to a depth of from 1 to 2 feet. 

One of the largest sphagnum moss bogs in this vicinity 
is the “Welland bog,” as it is known, although it lies some 
6 or 7 miles southwest of the town of that name. It covers 
an estimated area of 4,000 acres, or between 6 and 7 square 
miles. The upper portion of the bog consists of fresh or 
growing moss, which in the course of propagation dies out 
at the roots as new growths advance above. 


In 1899 experiments were made with this mdss by 
Thomas Heys, chemist, of Toronto, and his reports were 
so encouraging that more extensive and practical tests were 
conducted at the mills of the Riordon Paper Company, at 
Merritton. A carload of the dry packed moss, which had 
been prepared as moss litter for the New York market, 
was sent to these mills where several experiments were 
made. The result proved that it is a very good “filler” for 
the coarser kinds of paper. In building paper a very good 
article was produced, having as high as 80 per cent. and 
over of moss. The parties interested were so well satisfied 
with what had been done that some paper making machin- 
ery was installed during the following summer at the plant 
of the Canadian Peat Fuel Company, which controlled this 
bog, and considerable money was spent in further experi- 
ments. 


It was found, however, that this moss alone would not 
make a commercial article of paper by the processes in or- 
dinary use, but that by the addition of some 20 per cent of 
old paper, a good building paper or a low grade wrapping 
paper could be produced. In other words, it made a pretty 
fair “filler” for low grade papers. -As-the cost of a plant 


to produce such an article would run into a large sum, the 
experiments were followed no further. 

Some two years later a gentleman named Callender, from 
New York, tried a new process on this same moss and suc- 
ceeded in producing a much better article. Experiments 
were carried on at the Taylor Brothers Paper Mills, Don 
Valley, Toronto, and a pretty fair sample of wrapping pa- 
per was made, having a large percentage of moss as filler. 

It appeared that the fibre in the sphagnum moss, found 
in this deposit, is too soft and short grained to answer in 
making a valuable paper without the addition of some bet- 
ter fibre. 

It was found that the moss on some of the Irish peat 

beds was much better in fibre and better adapted for paper 
making, so operations were transferred to that country, 
where the writer understands a paper mill is now running 
on a commercial basis. 
"In the deserted hamlet of Celbridge, for some time past, 
“the sole abode of jackdaws and rats,’ W. M. Callender 
started operations last year in an abandoned mill on the 
banks of the river Liffey. In this mill a turbine and a 
steam engine were put in, electric lights installed and ma- 
chinery specially adapted to the preparation of the moss 
from the adjacent peat bed, known as the Bog of Allen. 
At present about 100 hands are employed in the mill and in 
digging and preparing material, but the company is so 
satisfied with the results that a plant five times the size of 
the present one, which was about 300 horse power, will be 
erected. The mill produces at present “ochre glazed” 
wrapping paper, which is sold in the London market; but 
the company contemplates going into stationery and print- 
ing papers. It is stated that the wrapping paper now 
turned out can be sold on the market at a price which puts 
other wrappings out of competition. Sir Samuel Canning, 
of London, is financially interested in the company which is 
known as the Callender Paper Manufacturing Company. 
The local Irish papers, which refer to the industry enthu- 
siastically, do not give any details of the processes, except 
that the peat is boiled in chemicals in a cast iron tank 
holding a couple of tons, that it is then passed through 
beating engines and run into tanks, whence it is pumped 
to the machines. 

In Germauy and Holland the peat is found to contain 
excellent fibre and of such quality that cloth, hosiery and 
carpets have been made on a commercial scale for some 
years from yarn spun from it. Samples of this hosiery and 
several kinds of paper and board made from German peat 
fibre were recently on exhibition in Toronto. 


During last summer some gentlemen having a pfocess 
invented in Austria for making peat board carried on ex- 
periments on a bog near Beaverton, Ont., and a company 
known as the Peat Boards Company, Limited, has been 
formed in Toronto to exploit this new enterprise. The 
writer understands that experiments have been successful 
so far as they have gone, but are not yet concluded. 

It is to be hoped that success may attend the efforts which 
are being made to utilize the large quantities of raw ma- 
terial found in this country in the shape of sphagnum moss. 
One deposit, known as the Lucien Muskeg, lying east of 
Winnipeg, is said to be 60 miles in length by several miles 
in breadth, and from 5 to 10 feet in depth; while in the 
regions of North Ontario, lying about the Height of Land, 
toward James’ Bay, there are hundreds of square miles of 
peat bogs, many of them 15 to 20 feet deep. There is here 
material net only for fuel, but for paper and textile fabrics 
sufficient to supply the world in the class of goods for 
which it is suited.

S. Drake for Receiver I. O. Wood, of the 
Garden City Stationery Company, asking for an order to 
sell the entire plant as a going concern, and which Judge 
Ferrall granted and signed, being his last official signature, 
has been filed with Circuit Clerk M. H. Kinney. The 
petition sets forth a contract offered by Henry F. Dayton, 
of Quincy, Ill, one of the stockholders of the newly in- 
corporated Garden City Tablet Company, that at the pub- 
lic sale, which shall be held, he will offer $66,800, if the 
property is offered for sale before March 3; after that his 
offer will decrease $5,000 each week.

Wisconsin Water Supply. 

AppLeTon, Wis., February 29, 1904.—The water power 
situation in this valley is at present rather anomalous. In 
the face of a condition of unusually low water in the lake 
the Neenah and Menasha Water Power Company last week 
issued an order permitting the full normal flow of the river 
to be drawn. The reason for this, however, is found in 
the fact that the spring freshet is but thirty days distant 
The large body of snow on the ground all through this part 
of the country makes it certain that the water this spring 
will be unusually high, and it is thought to be just as well 
to draw the lake down to a Jow point and thereby put off a 
little further the waste of water by sluicing, that will be 
certain to be required later on. The present condition is, 
of course, a very helpful one to the mills and permits pulp 
grinding to be resumed, in addition to shutting off a great 
deal of fuel consumption for paper making purposes.

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What Is a Broker ? 
We have received from a member of the paper trade of 
“I should 
like very much to know what constitutes a broker in your 
view and that of the jobbing trade, as it seems to me to be 
a very much mooted question, and if you would define 
in your next issue or some subsequent one what a broker 


one of the large cities a letter in which he says: 


is, it will go a long way toward explaining the question? 
I am not a broker, as I carry considerable stock and have 
on hand at the present time considerably more than several 
or more houses in this town who are trading as jobbers.” 

The National Paper Trade Association is an organiza- 
tion composed of representatives of any organization “com- 
posed exclusively of dealers or jobbers,”’ and in Section 2 of 
its constitution and bylaws it defines a jobber as follows: 

“A corporation, firm or individual, carrying a general 
stock of various grades of regular stock sizes and weights 
of paper (either printing or wrapping paper, or both) card- 
boards, envelopes, &c., from which any quantity, large or 
small, can and will be sold; in fact, a general distributer for 
the manufacturer.” 

In other words, a jobber is one who maintains a paper 
store, carries a stock of paper, either of general or special 
lines, employs help to handle that stock, and sells in large 
or small lots as his customers may require. This being 
so, a broker is one who does not have a paper store, and 
does not handle any stock. The dealer, except in the cases 
of commission accounts, buys his goods outright, bills them 
to his customers and stands behind all accounts, assuming 
the risks of the business, while the broker, on the other 
hand, does not buy his goods. He simply makes the sale, 
does not guarantee accounts, does not bill the goods and 
simply has a commission interest in his transactions. 

These may be taken as general definitions, for there are 
dealers who have brokerage or commission accounts, and 
there are so called brokers who buy a portion of their 
goods outright and bill them to their customers, but not- 
withstanding these exceptions we believe that the defini- 
tions are such as are accepted in paper trade circles. 


Troubles of Exporters. 
American merchants who are exporting, or rather, have 
been exporting paper to Cuba, are wondering just what the 


“outcome of the present confusion growing out of recent Cu- 


ban tariff legislation will be. It affects wrapping grades, but 
both exporters here and importers in Cuba are unable to 
say just what the duty at present is, or where the reci- 
procity agreement between the United States and Cuba is 
in evidence. This, of course, checks business, as there is 
no basis on which prices can be founded. While the 
changes at present affect only wrappings it is feared that 
others may follow as to writing and book papers. 

Shippers to New Zealand also have their troubles, as the 
recent preferential tariff adopted by the authorities there 
has interferred with business here materially. It is ex- 
pected that there will be some adjustments arranged 
whereby United States paper mills can resume their old 
time shipments to that part of the world. 

In 1899 there was signed in Washington a convention 
between the United States and France by the terms of 
which certain tariff reciprocal agreements were reached. 
A bill has now been introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives to enforce the provisions of this convention, 
some of which affect articles in the paper and allied trades. 

These are all matters as to which the American Paper 
and Pulp Association can use its influence in advancing 
the interests of its members, and undoubtedly the officers 
of the association are keeping in close touch with the vari- 
ous phases of each question. 


Imports and Exports. 

On the third reading page of this issue of THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL we print the returns of the Treasury De- 
partment as to imports and exports so far as they relate to 
matters of interest to the paper and paper stock lines, the 
periods covered being the month of January, 1904, and the 
seven months ended January 31, 1904. We also print the 
figures for similar periods of the preceding year for pur- 
poses of comparison. 

In January, 1904, our paper imports aggregated in value 
$409,416, as against $375,108 in January, 1903, while in the 
seven months ended January 31, 1904, it aggregated $3,- 


173,001, as against $2,754,530 in the seven months ended 
January 31, 1903—the seven months account showing 
an increase of $419,461. During that period the business of 
the United Kingdom grew from $438,227 to $515,418, that 
of Belgium from $103,450 to $140,624, that of France from 
$220,572 to $223,268, that of Germany from $1,706,776 to 
$1,969,230, that of other Europe from $117,633 to $140,067, 
and that of “other countries” from $34,194 to $61,018. The 
value of the shipments from Japan to this country in the 
same time decreased from $133,678 to $124,366. 

In the export department we decreased our exports for 
the month, but slightly increased them during the seven 
months. In January, 1904, our paper export was valued 
at $606,142, and in January, 1903, at $652,211. In the seven 
months ended January 31, 1904, we exported paper to the 
value of $4,262,086, and in the seven months ended January 
31, 1903, to the value of $4,148,255, an increase of $113,831. 
The places to which this paper was distributed are as 
follows:

This shows that we increased our business with the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy, British North America, 
Central America, Mexico, portions of the West Indies, 
Venezuela, “Other South America,” China, British East 
Indies, and British Africa, while we made losses in our 
business with Belgium, Germany, Netherlands, “Other Eu- 
rope,” Cuba, Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Columbia, Japan, 
British Australasia and the Philippine Islands. Our trade 
with Argentina dropped from $76,146 to $63,432, with Bra- 
zil from $67,216 to $45,277, with Chile from ‘$114,530 to 
$77,608, with Colombia from $46,081 to $24,398, with Japan 
from $163,460 to $147,204, with British Australasia from 
$801,813 to $640,283, and with the Philippines from $82,714 
to $56,834. 

In the pulp line there has been a change, and strange as 
it may seem, considering present conditions, we increased 
our exports in the seven months’ period. We also in- 
creased our imports, as we have been doing for some time. 
In the seven months ended January 31, 1904, our pulp ex- 
port was valued at $2,020,091, and in the seven months 
ended January 31, 1903, at $1,998,576, an increase of $121,- 
515, while in the seven months ended January 31, 1904, we 
exported 23,979,711 pounds, valued at $462,917, as against 
14,823,747 pounds, valued at $289,985, exported in the seven 
months ended January 31, 1903, increases of 9,155,064 
pounds and $172,932.

Some Relief. 


Although Northern New York was visited this week by 
the most severe storm of the season, and consequently 
transportation lines are crippled, other parts of the country 
report better climatic conditions.

Joun HARRIEs. 

Dayton, Ohio, February 29, 1904.—The venerable John 
Harries, who has been financially interested in paper mills 
in this State and Indiana for a number of years, and whose 
son-in-law, John Aull, is engaged in the paper box and 
wholesale paper business under the name of Aull Brothers 
Company, died at his Second street home in Dayton after a 
brief illness. Mr. Harries was born in 1815 in Carnarvon- 
shire, South Wales, Great Britain, and came here in 
1829. He arrived in Dayton on the Miami and Erie canal 
from Cincinnati, and from the start became one of the 
active, substantial citizens. Mr. Harries’ father also re- 
sided here and engaged in the malt business, having made 
a notable success of his venture. His death occurred in 
1873, and his son, John, took charge of his large business 
interests. The longevity of the Harries family is a sub- 
ject of note, Mr. Harries’ father having lived to be ninety 
years of age. The latter’s father was 103 years old when 
he died. Early in life John Harries engaged in,the com- 
mission business and operated seventy-five boats between 
Dayton and Cincinnati over the canal. He acquired a large 
fortune in that business, and at the time of his death his 
estate was estimated to be worth much jn excess of $1,000, - 
ooo. He was a director in the Terre Haute Paper Com- 
pany, owned by Daytonians, and in the Weston Paper Com- 
pany, it is said; also a director in the Dayton Gas Light 
and Coke Company, and a holder of considerable stock in 
other enterprises. He was also a heavy owner of reality, 
owing the Daily News Building. Up to the time of his 
last illness Mr. Harries was considered the sprightliest 
man of his age, eighty-nine, in the city.

Inspecting Qhio’s Canals. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 29, 1904.—The legislative com- 
mittee representing the Ohio Board of Public Works com- 
pleted its work in the Miami Valley the latter part of last 
week by continuing the inspection of the Miami and Erie 
Canal preparatory to a final hearing of the advocates of 
the “electric mule” and the opponents of the railroad proj- 
ect along the canal bank. Never within the history of the 
canal has greater interest been manifested in the future of 
the waterway, this interest having been intensified this 
week by the introduction of a measure providing for the 
preservation and improvement of the canal by the expendi- 
ture of $1,500,000. 

The committee came to Dayton and was met by leading 
manufacturers and business men. Major George B. Fox, 
the Lockland paper manufacturer, escorted the committee 
to the towns down the valley. At West Carrollton, the 
greatest paper making centre on the canal, the committee 
was met by R. W. Burns, an officer of the Geo. H. Friend 
Paper and Tablet Company, who escorted the committee 
men through the mills to give them an idea of the magni- 
tude of the paper plants located along the line of the 
waterway, all of which are deeply concerned in the fate of 
the canal. A trip was made to Franklin, where the Ameri- 
can Paper Company's plants are located, and also to Mid- 
dletown, the “Paper City,” where a number of mill men 
are interested. The principal complaint of paper manufac- 
turers was that they did not have sufficient opportunity to 
explain their attitude in the canal fight. A Dayton delega- 
tion accompanied the committee through the valley and to 
Cincinnati. From that city the committee went to Toledo, 
and finished the inspection of Ohio canals at Columbus.

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News From THE [IILLs. 


Joseph Resch, employed in the mill of the Menasha Paper 
Company at Menasha, Wis., lost a finger in the machinery 
last week. 

It is reported that the Smith Paper Company, at Lee, 
Mass., is considering improvements to its Columbia and 
Valley mills and a new dam at the Eagle mill the coming 
summer. 

The contract for the erection of the new paper mill of 
the Cornwall Paper Manufacturing Company at Mille 
Roches, Canada, has been awarded to Messrs. Williams & 
Fallon. 

The Codorus Paper Mill Company, York, Pa., has had 
one of the Pusey & Jones Manufacturing Company’s 115 
inch paper machines installed in its works, the new ma- 
chine replacing an old 86 inch one. This machine will 
more than double the output of the mill. 

A small fire broke out at the Southworth paper mill in 
Mittineague, Mass., last week, when some oil, which leaked 
from a gas making stove, caught fire in a small brick 
building outside the mill. The flames attacked the wood- 
work of the small structure, but were extinguished before 
they could gain headway. No fire alarm was necessary. 


The C. S. Garrett & Son Company is contemplating 
giving up the manufacture of hanging papers at its Buck 
Run mill and substituting cheaper grades of book paper 
as the principal product, but continuing card middles and 
fibre papers as well. Bids are being received for the in- 
stallation of a 500 horse power tandem compound engine 
and a 150 horse power plain slide engine of the Atlas 
type. 

A bad accident occurred last Friday night at the mill of 
the C. W. Howard Company at Menasha, Wis. A steam 
pipe in the digester room broke and two men, Austin Horr 
and Oscar Mosher, both of Appleton, were dangerously 
burned. They could not reach the emergency escape, but 
managed to get to a window and get their heads out. It 
was too far to the ground to jump and their bodies were 
badly burned before they could be rescued. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jesse A. Maynard, formerly of Centrai 
street, Turners Falls, Mass., embarked for England last 
week on the Ivernia, where Mrs. Maynard's father has 
large estates. Mr. Maynard, who was foreman in the fin- 
ishing room of the Esleeck Paper Company, was presented 





with a handsome watch chain and charm from the em 
ployees of his department as a token of their esteem. He 
will be succeeded by John Wright, of Second street, Turn- 
ers Falls. 

Work on the buildings at Zylonite, Mass., which are 
being refitted by the Berkshire Hills Paper Company, is 
being pushed. H. C. Wood & Co., of North Adams, who 
contracted to make the changes, have about forty men at 


‘work. An order has been placed with the Rice, Barton & 


Fales Machine and Iron Company for a large and modern 
paper machine, containing all the latest improvements, 
and which will be different in some respects from any 
other used in that part of the State. 

A bill of complaint was filed last Friday by the Hamp- 
den Savings Bank against Luis James Phelps, of New 
York, to restrain the defendant from removing a quantity 
of machinery and tools from the mill of the Excelsior 
Paper Company, at Holyoke, Mass. The plaintiff, which 
now owns the mill, has taken it over on a'mortgage. The 
plaintiff alleges that the removal of the machinery and 
tools would cause an irreparable loss to the property, and 
a temporary injunction was granted. 

The Sterling Paper Company has been making exten- 
sive additions to its mills on North Second street, Ham- 
ilton, Ohio, and has about completed its improvements 
and is now placing a big new engine belt. This belt is 
152 feet long, 48 inches wide and eight ply in thickness 
and weighs over 1,900 pounds. O. P. Ross, the superin- 
tendent of the mill, deserves much credit for the flourish- 
ing condition of the Sterling Mills, which are quite an 
important feature of Hamilton's great manufacturing in- 


terests.

The Association of German Wall Paper Makers recently 
met at Berlin and decided upon a continuance of their pres- 
ent conventions. The dealers have done the same. 


Guido Ed. Barwaldt, owner of the Pulverkrug Paper 
Mills near Frankfort (one of the oldest mills in Germany, 
it having been founded in the year 1539), recently cele- 
brated his fifty years’ jubilee in connection with the mills. 

Grosch & Zittkow, of Rudolstadt, are about to erect a 
wood pulp factory, with a 750 horse power, at Hohenwart, 
near Presswitz, Thuringia. The machinery will be sup- 
plied by the Rochlitz Engineering Works in Meissen, 
Saxony. 

Hoesch & Co., Pirna, Saxony, have acquired, for the sum 
of 700,000 marks, the Kohlmuhle Paper Works, recently 
belonging to the Sebnitzer Papierfabrik. It is under- 
stood that 3,500,000 marks have been spent by the Sebnitzer 
Company upon these mills, which are capable of turning 
out 50 tons of news per day. 


Scandinavian Pulp Arrives in Maine. 
PortLANb, Me., February 29, 1904.—The first importation 
of pulp from Norway and Sweden, made necessary because 
of the impossibility to drive logs down the low water of 
the Maine rivers, arrived here today. The shipment was 
about 8,000 tons. 





Pulp and Sulphur Due at Portland, 


PortLAND, Me., February 27, 19004——There are three 
steamers loaded with wood pulp on the way from Norway 
which are expected at this port at any moment. The 
steamers Dora and the Schwennan are from Skien, Nor- 
way, and the third is the Agna, from Christiansen, Nor- 
way. 

The steamer Whitefield that sailed from Licata, Sicily, 
on January 31 with a cargo of sulphur for the International 
Paper Company, of Rumford Falls, is due to arrive here 
about Monday. The Whitefield had to put in at St. Mich- 
aels on account of a leak in her steam pipes and this delayed 
her while repairs were being made. The rough weather 
on the Atlantic for the past two weeks has also doubtless 
held the steamer back a trifle.

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FLAX PULP. 


Arrangements Made by Flax Pulp, Limited, to Work on 
a Large Scale Near Liverpeol—Committee 
of Investigation Reports. 








Lonpon, England, February 18, 1904.—The directors of 
Flax Pulp, Limited, in a report to the shareholders, state 
that at the statutory meeting Messrs. Krall and Grandage 
were appointed a committee, to proceed to America to 
make a full investigation of the fiax pulp and cotton hull 
industry in that country. The board have now received a 
report of their work, which covers a period of three 
months, and is very exhaustive amd complete. They ar- 
rived in New York late in September, and proceeded to 
investigate the practical position of the By-Products Paper 
Company. This company has erected and equipped a large 
mill at Niagara Falls for manufacturing pulp from waste 
flax straw, and in the report of Messrs. Krall and Grandage 
a very full description is given of this mill and its work- 
ing. There had been many difficulties in the equipment of 
the mill, but these have been successfully overcome, and 
the mill was in full. work before they left Niagara, and 
producing excellent pulp in regular lots. So far as the 
Hickman process is concerned, there is every reason to 
believe it will be a great success. 

Messrs. Krall and Grandage also investigated the ques- 
tion of the raw supply in North Dakota, where there are 
nearly 3,000,000 acres of flax under cultivation, yielding 1 
ton of straw to the acre. Here several mills have been 
equipped for the collection and decortication of the straw. 
They visited three of these mills, which they found in full 
operation. 

The directors propose to obtain the raw supply to com- 
mence with from North Dakota, but they have already 
set on foot inquiries in Canada and Argentina, and are 
taking steps to get in touch with India and other flax 
growing countries. They are also endeavoring to induce 
English farmers to grow flax for seed in this country, and 
have already succeeded in so doimg in a small way in a 
few cases. 

In reference to the manufacture of cotton fibre from the 
waste of the cotton plant, Messrs. Krall and Grandage vis- 
ited the cotton growing districts and mills, and obtained 
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The directors are 


a large amount of valuable information. 
a position to proceed with this section of the business as 


soon as the mill is ready. They are already working a 
small mill in the South for experimental development, and 
have made preliminary arrangements to commence work 
on a large scale near Liverpool on favorable terms. They 
hope to have these arrangements completed very shortly, 
and to proceed with the erection of plant, and get to work 
within four or five months. 


The Largest Hand Made Sheet. 
A reader, “R. M. B.,” of the World’s Paper Trade Re- 


view writes to that paper as follows: 

“I notice in your issue of January 29 an interesting arti- 
cle on the manufacture of hand made ‘Antiquarian’ draw- 
ing paper at Springfield Mill, Maidstone, in which occurs 
the statement that this ‘is the largest sheet of paper in the 
world produced by hand,’ the size being 53x31 inches, and 
the weight per ream 240 pounds. But this is a trumpery 
little sheet compared with that known as ‘Emperor,’ the 
size of which is said to be 72x48 inches, and the weight 
per ream 620 pounds! This figures in current paper trade 
directories, and is also enumerated on the sheet almanac 
for the present year issued by the Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion, in which it occurs under the head of ‘Whatman’s’ 
papers, and is, therefore, presumably also made at Spring- 
field Mill, as it would of course be rank heresy to assume 
that so eminently practical and up to date a body as the 
Paper Makers’ Association are gravely printing particulars 
of something that is not made, and cannot be bought in 
the ordinary course of business. Query, was the writer of 
the article in question wrong in his statement about ‘Anti- 
quarian,’ or are the directory compilers—not to speak of 
the association—hopelessly out of date with theirs? In 
the latter event, it would be interesting to know whether 
‘Emperor’ ever was made, and if so, when, where and 
how. Also, why and when its manufacture was discon- 
tinued.” 

Referring to this letter, the World’s Paper Trade Re- 
view says: 

“We print on another page a letter from a correspondent 
who inquires about the alleged hand made sheet known as 
‘Emperor,’ which is still enumerated in’ current lists of 
paper sizes, though if it was ever made at all its manu- 





facture was not carried on in this country, and has in any 
event probably been discontinued for well over a century. 
It appears tolerably well established that nothing larger 
than “Antiquarian” is now made by hand at any English 
mill. A contributor of ours well remembers discussing 
the point, in years gone by, with the late E. Kirby, for 
many years foreman at Turkey Mill, Maidstone, whose 
connection with the hand made trade began with his ap- 
prenticeship in 1794. Antiquarian was the largest sheet of 
which he had ever had experience. Evidence of the fact 
that anything bigger was unknown to the British trade at 
a still earlier date is afforded by the Act- Anno Vicesimo 
quarto Georgii III, Cap. XVIII (1784), in the lengthy 
tables of paper sizes appended to which antiquarian (there 
called ‘Double Atlas,’ 55 by 31% inches) is the largest size 
enumerated. Some experiments in the direction of mak- 
ing very large sheets of paper by hand were carried out in 
a mill at Montargis (France) at the close of the eighteenth 
century, and sizes up to 96 by 48 inches were obtained, ten 
men being required to manipulate the mold. Sheets of 
30 or 40 yards in length are said to have been made in 
Asia about the same time, with the aid of huge vats and 
suspended molds of the same length, some forty men 
being necessary. But this is perhaps rather gpocryphal. 
Still, is is curious to think that the memory of these long 
past deeds should have survived for upward of a century 
without anyone having yet found out that no such sheet as 
‘Emperor’ is or ever has been made in any hand paper mill 
in the United Kingdom, trade directories and associations 
notwithstanding.” 

Maybe some “old hands” here can tell something as to 
this question.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., February 29, 1904.—Robert W. Day, 
of this city, was elected president of the Hartford Manu- 
facturing Company last week, to succeed the late Linus B. 
Plimpton. ‘This company has the Government contract for 
the manufacture of stamped envelopes, and Mr. Day has 
been connected with it for many years. He will not be re- 
quired to take an active part in the management of the 
business, as M. S. Chapman, of Manchester, Conn., is man- 
ager, secretary and treasurer of the company, and has just 
been elected a director to succeed Mr. Plimpton.

Paper Makers’ Use. 
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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Boschert, ef Syracuse, N. Y., Takes Out a 
Patent on a Machine for Pressing 
Weod Pulp. 


Rufus E. 





Rufus E. Boschert, of Syracuse, N. Y., has been granted 
patent No. 753,038 for a wood pulp press. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a machine embodying the 
invention. Fig. 2 is a plan view of the same. Figs. 3, 4, 
5 and 6 are transverse sections on lines X X, Y Y, Z Z 
and U U, respectively, in Fig. 1. Fig. 7 is a longitudinal 
sectional view of one of the, cylinders containing the 
pistons which retract the follower in the press chamber, 
and Figs. 8 and 9 are enlarged face and top views of the 
strainer with parts broken away. A and B represent two 
cylinders of ordinary construction for hydraulic or hydro- 
static pressure. They are placed axially in line with each 
other and firmly tied together by means of stout rods or 
bars ¢ e, which serve to hold said cylinders at a uniform 
distance apart. Between said cylinders and in line there- 
with is the press chamber C, which is formed with parallel 
imperforate sides and open ends and has connected to it 
the pulp induction pipe g, which is provided with a suita- 
ble valve or cock 4 for controlling the flow of the pulp 
from the elevated tank of the pulp mill. In case the pulp 
to be treated is in a semifluid condition or of such a con- 
sistency that it cannot readily flow through the pipe, the 





process of expressing the liquid from the pulp contained 
in the press chamber. This abutting head is attached to 
the piston D’, by means of which it is carried to and from 
the end of the press chamber. The said follower and abut- 
ting head are each provided with vertical grooves 7@’ i’ in 
the side facing the chamber C, which grooves communicate 
with suitable outlets for the liquid expressed from the pulp 
in said chamber. Over the said grooved face is placed a 
suitable strainer i, preferably formed of one or more sheets 
of coarse wire cloth or netting placed adjacent to said 
grooved face, a finer wire cloth placed upon the coarser, 
and a still finer wire cloth or finely perforated brass plate 
® forms the surface which comes in contact with the semi- 
liquid pulp. The strainers are seated in recesses in the 
faces of the follower a and abutting head a’ and confined 
therein by means of frames j, placed on the margins of 
the exteriors of the strainers and suitably attached to the 
follower and press head. The abutting head a’ is provided 
with boxes k’ k’, riding on the rods e ¢, which are parallel 
with the side walls of the chamber C and serve to more 
positively guide the head a’ in line with the movement of 
the follower, 

d d represent supplementai cylinders attached to the 
main cylinder A and disposed axially parallel therewith. 
These supplemental cylinders are also constructed for hy- 
draulic or hydrostatic pressure and have their pistons d’ d’ 
connected to the follower a for the purpose of retracting 
said follower after the completion of the process of ex- 
pressing the liquid from the pulp in the press chamber C. 
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chamber C is to be provided with a suitable door or gate 
through which to introduce said pulp. The press chamber 
may be of any desired shape and size in cross section uni- 
form throughout its length. It is preferable to form the 
chamber of cast metal braced by stout ribs r r, formed on 
the exterior of said chamber. The ribs r r are formed 
with saddles o 0, by which the chamber C is supported on 
the rods e ¢. The saddles partly embrace the rods, so as 
to prevent lateral movement of the chamber. 

To prevent longitudinal movement of the press chamber 
C, the rods e ¢ have rigidly attached to them collars f f, 
which abut against the sides of two adjacent ribs r r. 
However, other means may be provided for that purpose. 

The two cylinders A B are provided, respectively, with 
plungers or pistons D D’, which project from the cylinders 
toward the adjacent ends of the press chamber C. Suit- 
provided to form water tight joints

which is shaped to fit closely to 


able packings b are 
around the pistons in the usual manner 
is attached a follower da, 
the interior of the press chamber, in which it moves longi 
tudinally during the operation of the machine. At the op 
posite end of the press chamber is an abutting head a’, en 
tering the a short distance and provided 
with flanges a* engaging the end face of the press cham 
ber C, so as to close said end of the chamber during the 


press chamber 


The ends of the cylinders d d farthest from the press cham- 
ber are open to permit free retrograde movement of the 
pistons d’ d’. 

Suitable valves are provided for operating the main cyl 
inders A B and the supplemental cylinders d d in the usual 
way. 

The operation of the improved wood pulp press is as 
follows: Water under pressure having been admitted into 
the cylinder B causes the piston D’ to force the abutting 
head a’ against the end of the press chamber to close said 
end. The cylinder A at the opposite end of the press 
chamber having been released from pressure and the cyl 
inders d’ d’ charged with water pressure causes the fol- 
lower a to be retracted in the press chamber, thus leaving 
the chamber C in condition for receiving the semifluid pulp 
to be treated therein. The fluid or semifluid pulp is then 
introduced into the press chamber, and when this is prop- 
erly charged the pulp inlet is.closed. The water pressure 
is then admitted into the main cylinder 
cylinders d d having been relieved from such pressure, 
while the water pressure is maintained in the cylinder B 
to keep the press chamber closed. The pressure applied to 
the piston D of the cylinder A forces the follower a@ in- 
ward in the press chamber and compresses the pulp, so as 
to expel the liquid therefrom and convert it into a com- 


A, the supplemental 


paratively dry sheet or cake. After this is accomplished the 

cylinder B is relieved from water pressure, thus allowing 
the abutting head to yield to the pressure of the pulp and 
to be forced from the end of the press chamber by a sec- 
ondary inward pressure applied to the follower, which 
pushes both the compressed pulp and abutting head a’ 
simultaneously from the press chamber. The imperforate 
walls of the press chamber are essential in my invention, 
inasmuch as they allow the compressed pulp to freely slide 
out of the end of the press chamber without tearing or 
roughening the edges of said pulp. After this has been 
accomplished the piston D, with the follower a, is re- 
tracted, leaving the sheet or cake of pulp free to be re- 
moved from the machine and the abutting head to be 
simultaneously reseated on the press chamber by water 
pressure, as before. The piston D having at the same time 
been completely retracted in the cylinder A by the pistons 
of the supplemental cylinders d d leaves the machine in 
condition to operate on another supply of fluid or semi- 
fluid pulp. The inventor does not limit himself to employing 
hydraulic or hydrostatic power for operating the press, in- 
asmuch as the follower a and the abutting head a’ may be 
operated by either a screw, levers, cams, or other suitable 
mechanical power. The salient feature of the operation of 
the follower a and abutting head a’ in the open ended 
press chamber is the convenient and expeditious discharge 
of the pressed pulp therefrom.

PAPER.—There is an easier feeling in the market be- 
cause of the milder weather which has improved manu- 
facturing conditions. Ihe volume oi new business being 
booked, however, is not very large. There is an air ol 
activity in the market, nevertheless, but this has grown out 
ot the inability of the mills to fill orders on time, owing 
to short supplies and delays in transportation. All grades 
olf paper are very firm in consequence of the difficulties 
oi manufacture. No material change in the situation is 
looked for during March, as further trouble at the mulls 
is feared with the coming of the spring freshets. News 
paper remains just as scarce as ever. In tact the supply 
has been diminishing each week. The arrival at Portland, 
Me., this week of importations oi Norwegian ground 
wood has relieved the News situation temporariy. As 
there is no surplus News in the market the price quoted 
is only nominal. Book, Writings and Manuias are also 
firm because of the short supply. New business in ail 
of them is really less than it should be at this time oi 
year. Next to News there has been more trouble in get- 
ting a sufficient supply of Book papers than of the other 
grades. The shortage in the raw material, such as pulp 
wood, soda pulp and coal, and delays in shipments to and 
from the mills, have combined to create a shortage in 
the Book paper market. In Writings and Manilas the 
situation has been about the same as with Book papers 
ior a number of weeks. But in all kinds of paper the 
market is a little easier this week because of the warmer 
weather which has brought on rains and a thaw. No 
actual change has, however, taken place as yet, as the 
mills in all sections, except the State of Maine, will soon 
be troubled with too much water. The whole market sit- 
uation is, therefore, unchanged. The demand for Boards 
is evidently slow as yet. ‘this is evidenced by the shut- 
down last week of all the Board mills that sell through 
the Paper Products Company. No. 1 Wood Manilas are 
a little higher, and some of the manufacturers this week 
are asking more for their papers. We quote:

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LAKE SUPERIOR REORGANIZATION. 


Negotiations Between Canadian Improvement Company and 
the Moffly Reorganization Committee Are Off— 
A Bill in the Ontario Legislature. 


Advices from Philadelphia state that negotiations be- 
tween the Canadian Improvement Company and the Moffly 
Reorganization Committee of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior Company have been. declared off. It was also re- 
ported that as the committee had failed to raise the neces- 
sary funds to carry out the reorganization, direct negotia- 
tions had been resumed with Speyer & Co. 

Tt was pointed out that the only interest Speyer & Co. 
had in the matter was the return of the money advanced 
to the Lake Superior Company, for which all of Lake 
Superior assets were pledged. It was said further that 
Speyer & Co. had shown the greatest consideration re- 
garding the loan, but that the money must be returned be- 
fore the reorganization could be effected. Interests con- 
nected with Speyer & Co, declined to discuss the Lake 
Superior developments. 





Guarantee Bill in Ontario Legislature. 


Toronto, Ontario, Canada, February 29, 1904.—Interest 
in the reorganization of the Sault Ste. Marie companies 
was revived here by the announcement on Saturday that a 
bill had been introduced in the Ontario Legislature, the 
provisions of which, it is understood, will prove to be when 
it is brought down a guarantee of $2,000,000 for the re- 
organization scheme. While the news from Philadelphia 
was not reassuring, it was stated by those locally interested 


that this would complete the work of the committee, and 
that within a few days an official announcement would be 
made, and the last of the plants at the “Soo” would be 
going by April 15. an 


“Soe” Creditors Meet. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Toronto, Ont., Canada, February 26, 1904—John Mc- 
Kay, the liquidator of the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper 
Company, presided at a meeting of the creditors of the 
Lake Superior Consolidated Company at the King Edward 
yesterday afternoon. No statement of affairs was pre- 
sented, although some seventy-five persons were present. 
After a discussion of some proposed schemes of reorgan- 
ization and of the affairs of the companies, the meeting was 
adjourned till March 8. Mr. McKay acted as chairman 
and J. R. Jamieson as secretary. 

At the opening of the meeting W. M. Douglas, K. C., 
solicitor for the liquidator, remarked as to the advisability 
of adjourning the meeting pro tem., as there was a likeli- 
hood of the reconstruction of the companies. Much had 
been spoken of as to reorganization, and he thought there 
would be no harm in throwing out the suggestion. 

A. S. Rogers agreed with Mr. Douglas, but saw no rea- 
son for delaying the meeting in the meantime in the hope 
that a reorganization scheme might be successful. 

A general discussion then ensued, after which J. A. 
Patterson moved that the meeting adjourn till March 8, 
as above stated. 

When the general meeting had adjourned, an informal 
one was held by the creditors, with Mr. Rogers in the chair 
and Mr. Jamieson secretary. At this latter meeting the 


Canadian Improvement Company submitted the following 
propositions for their consideration : 
“Toa the Canadian Improvement Company: 

“The undersigned hereby agree (a) to sell to you (my, 
our) claims against the Consolidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany, and all its subsidiary companies, at their face value, 
with accrued interest, accepting in payment therefor your 
notes on one and two years, with interest at 6 per cent. 
per annum, and carrying as collateral first mortgage bonds 
of the reorganized company at 70 per cent. of their face 
value. 

“(b) To accept payment of (my, our) claims against 
the Consolidated Lake Superior Company, and all its sub- 
sidiary companies, by delivery to (me, us) of underwriting 
securities of the reorganized company to such an amount 
as (my, our) claims would buy as underwriter, under the 
plan and reorganization agreement of October 20, 1903, 
estimating our claims at face value with interest added.” 

It was then moved by John W. McKay, of Sault Ste. 
Marie, seconded by Francis King, and carried: 

“That the creditors of the subsidiary companies of the 
Consolidated Lake Superior Company, now informally as- 
sembled, do hereby express our appreciation of the pro- 
posed plan of the Canada Improvement Company for the 
reorganization of the said companies, and urge that all the 
creditors accept either of the propositions.” 


Jenkins Leather Board Mill Sold. 

The leather board mill of Jenkins Brothers, located at 
Paper Mill Village, a part of Bridgewater, Mass., was sold 
Saturday last at public auction to settle the estate. The 
property brought $22,500 and was sold to George O. Jenk- 
ins, one of the brothers, who will continue the business.
